Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The declaration filed under 37 CFR 1.132 has 
been carefully considered but is not persuasive. A proper comparison has not been made between the claimed invention and the prior 
art. Applicants argue the prior art teaches microcrystalline cellulose and silicone dioxide are added to dry clordonate granules. The 
examiner refers to example 1 of Posti (5525354), wherein the mixture of colloidal silicon dioxide and microcrystalline cellulose is wetted 
with a solution of stearic acid and ethanol. . 
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
